The radio comedian recently sold his incorpo- 
rated show to CBS for $4,000,000, He figured the pro- 
ceeds would be subject to the 25 per cent Capital 
Gains Tax, That would mean a net for him of $3,000,-

cannot sell himself, So it is set to rule that Benny 
must pay 77 per cent, the normal tax on $4,000,000.

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Written and manual tests for appli- 
eants for drivers’ licenses should be recom- 
mended by the government legislative com- 
mittee before the next session of the legis- 
lature. 

Without these rigid driving tests it is 
plain murder to turn anybody loose with 
a motor car just because he or she can 
produce a dollar for the license fee.

driver is culpable are caused by people who

fitted to ‘control an automombile. 

This is proved by the fact that when 
drivers’ tests were introduced into British 
Columbia more than 15 years ago, convic- 
tions for dangerous driving were immedi- 
ately reduced by 26 per cent. 

A similar reduction in careless driving 
was effected in Manitoba when the tests 
were tightened up three years ago. 

There is no doubt that the tests 
weed out a considerable number of drivers 
who have no business to be on the road. 

Three years ago, seven per cent of the

Drivers’ Tests Essential 


applicants for drivers’ licenses in Manitoba 
were rejected under these tests. Last year 
the percentage of rejections had risen to 
nine, This year 11 cent of the 758 
driver applicants failed to qualify, under 
the tests, for driving licenses. 

Rigid driving tests do not mean that the 
licensed drivers are all perfect. Strict po 
lice control must still be maintained, 

But they do mean that the first menace 
to traffic safety has been removed—the 
driver who never under any circumstances 
can make a good and careful job of it. 

Police magistrates throughout Alberta 
are reasonably diligent in suspending the 


per 


driving licenses of those whose motor car 
operation has been at fault. 

These suspensions are sound and com- 
mendable. And they will probably always 
be necessary. 

But it seems a trifle sill¥ to lay so much 
emphasis on the suspension of licenses 
that should never have been issued at all.

In Saturday's Bulletin appears 
the following announcement from 


Toronto “The Ontario Federa- 
tion of Agriculture yesterday 
(Dec. 17) suggested prohibition 


of yellow coloring in margarine 
a federal excise tax on butter 
substitutes and a tariff on im- 
ported olls used*in making mar- 
garine.” 

Friendly fellows, aren't they, 
these agriculturists? Just filled 
with the spirit of Christmas! For 
over 60 years they have had a 
protected market for their but- 
ter. No substitutes were allowed 
so the public had to pay the 
high price demanded for butter 
or go without! Now, when there 
is a chance for the working man's 
family to get something to spread 
on their bread—for a working 
man can’t afford much butter at 
72 cents a pound—these butter 
makers come up with three prop- 
ositions 

First that the manufacturers 
of the substitute be prohibited 
from making their product at- 
tractive {n appearance, so that 
the public would not wamt to buy 
it 

Second, that a federal excise 
tax be imposed—this would boost 
the price so that the housewife 
couldn't afford to buy it 

Third, they propose a tariff on 
imported oils, thus raising the 
cost of the raw materials, so that 
the manufacturers would not be 
able to make a profit, without 
putting the price of the butter 
substitute so high that it would 
no longer compete with butter 

It is to be hoped that in this 
matter the federal government 
will be primarily interested in 
the health and well-being of the 
people, rather than in maintain- 
ing inflated prices for a relative- 
minority group

On November 19, 1946, a treaty 
was formally signed. This had 
eighteen articles. Article I says 
flatly: 

“The Netherlands government 
recognizes the government of the 
Republic of Indonesia as exer- 
cising de facto authority over 
Java, Madeira and Sumatra.” 

Article XII says that by Janu- 
ary 1, 1949, the Republic was to 
become fully sovereign, subject 
to an agreed partnership with the 
Netherlands. In other words, 
Indonesians were to govern 
themselves like Canadians, 

The record plainly shows that 
the Dutch imperialists have fla- 
grantly and completely violated 


the spirit and letter of that 
solemn agreement. In the sum- 
mer of 1947 they launched a 


military attack against the Re- 
publicans, Soon halted by direct 
order of the UN Security Coun- 
cil, they nevertheless kept the 
positions which they had won 

Now—within a few days after 
the close of the UN Assembly, 
and a few days before they were 
pledged to recognize the Indo- 
nesian Republic—they have gone 
the whole hog, captured the 
capital of the Republic, imprison- 
ed the lawful democratic leaders
